MOVES to part-privatise Parndon Wood 
Cemetery and Crematorium have been put 
on hold after furious Labour councillors 
called in the decision for further discussion. 

Scrutiny committee members Paul Sztumpf and 
Rod Truan contested the decision made by the 
Conservative-run council’s executive committee last 
month, claiming it had failed to consider all the avail¬ 
able options to keep the facility in-house. 

The move follows years of debate regarding the 
possible privatisation of the ageing crematorium, an 
option first considered in 2007 by the then Labour 
and Liberal Democrat-run council following heavy

criticism of the building’s condition by inspectors. 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson told the 
Star: “The reason our councillors called in the deci¬ 
sion is because they believe that, once again, the 
Tory council is trying to privatise as quickly as pos¬ 
sible without going through all the options. 

“If privatisation of the crematorium goes ahead, 
the price for people using the service will rocket, 
meaning they won’t be able to take the options they 


want or they will have to go somewhere else to say 
goodbye to their loved ones. 

“Though the council needs to make money some¬ 
where, this isn’t the right area. Somewhere like a 
crematorium needs to be all about service, not about 
making a profit.” 

The scrutiny committee has the power to confirm 
the original decision or recommend that it should be 
reconsidered by the executive committee or the full 
council. 

Should the part-privatisation plan go ahead, the 
council would remain owners of the crematorium,

Council planning 
rents hike of 6% 


COUNCIL tenants will be hit by 
above-inflation rent rises this year if 
housing budget proposals are appro¬ 
ved by councillors next week. 

The Government-sanctioned rent hike 
will see the average weekly bill rise from 
£73.56 to £78.16 per property - an increase 
of 6.25 per cent. 

Garage rents will also go up from April, 
with the weekly charge for a standard garage 
rising by 15p per week to £7.80. However, 
the average weekly service charge for coun¬ 
cil tenants will remain at £2 per household. 

The average communal heating charge for 
tenants will go down to £10.11 a week from 
£10.68, with bills capped at £15.43 a week

for one-bedroom properties to safeguard 
against fuel poverty. 

Heating costs for residents in sheltered 
accommodation will go up by an average of 
£1 per week, but this is due to a phased 
eight-year increase introduced in 2008 to 
bring the subsidised charge into line with 
rising energy prices. 

Councillor Clive Souter, chairman of the 
housing policy working group, said: “Rents 
will go up as the cost of living increases but 
they are in line with the Government’s rec¬ 
ommended guidelines.

“For most tenants communal heating 
charges will go down, but charges for shel¬ 
tered housing tenants will go up as part of 
planned gradual increases. 

“In funding services at the level required 
we charge the exact cost for communal heat¬ 
ing, but we ensure the most vulnerable are 
protected from steep increases.” 

The proposals also reveal council plans to 
save £245,000 from the Housing Revenue 
Account budget by “streamlining” senior 
housing management, reducing overtime, 
freezing recruitment and cutting back on the 
use of consultants. 

Around £40,000 will be spent on minor 
improvements and repairs to housing 
estates, £30,000 will be put towards 
meeting health and safety requirements 
and a further £15,000 invested in “engag¬ 
ing” with tenants and leaseholders. 

The administration has also set aside 
£14m in its Housing Capital Programme 
to be used for priority improvements and 
maintenance, with £2.2m allocated for 
central heating repairs, £1.2m for kitchen 
and bathroom upgrades and £800,000 for 
window and door replacements. 

Councillor Souter described the pro¬ 
posals as a “very good budget for ten¬ 
ants”. 

“We are proposing to cut our manage¬ 
ment overheads along with overtime and 
recruitment costs so the money can be 
used to support the services our tenants 
want,” he added. 

“We want our tenants to live in decent 
homes and that is where we are putting 
more money. We are providing better 
value for money and being more efficient 
so tenants know exactly what they get for 
the rent and service charges.” 

The budget proposals are due to be 
discussed tonight (Thursday) at a meet¬ 
ing of Harlow Council’s executive com¬ 
mittee before being put before full coun¬ 
cil for approval next Thursday (Februray 
10 ).

A HARLOW family is calling 
on the support of the local 
community to help raise 
enough money to make their 
disabled toddler’s dreams of 
riding a bike come true. 

Tia Hunt (3), who suffers with 
Diplegia Cerebral Palsy, needs a 
specialised tricycle so she can cycle 
like her twin sister Mia and brother 
Dylan but her family cannot afford 
to buy one. 

The tricycle, which costs £1,250, 
would also provide physiotherapy 
for Tia, whose condition causes 
delayed muscle growth, stiff joints, 
lack of co-ordination and balance. 
Mum Larinna Penman, of Potter 
Street, said: “To be able to give Tia 
a bike will make her so happy and 
be overwhelming for all of us. 

“At the minute it’s something she 
can’t do and it frustrates her. She 
wants to do everything she sees 
other children doing.” 

Caudwell Children, a national 
charity which provides specialist 
equipment, treatment and therapies 
for sick and disabled children, is 
driving the fundraising initiative. 
Chief executive officer Trudi 
Beswick said: “We are eager to help 
make Tia’s dream come true by 
providing her with a piece of 


equipment which promotes social 
inclusion, helps build confidence 
and aids physiotherapy. 

“We are asking kind-hearted 
members of the local community to 
help us provide this life-changing 
equipment by contributing to the 
fundraising or by holding their own 
charity event. 

“Any help is gratefully received and 
should we raise over the required 
amount the funds will be used to 
support another donation for a 
similar sick or disabled child.”

THE backlash against plans by Pass- 
mores School to gain Academy status 
has continued with more than 50 peo¬ 
ple attending a public meeting to pro¬ 
test against the move. 

Organised by the political pressure group 
Harlow Against The Cuts, the forum heard 
teachers and members of the public voice 
their frustration at what they claimed was a 
lack of consultation on the proposals. 

It was agreed that they should step up 
their campaign urging parents to question 
the move. 

The audience also heard from National 
Union of Teachers representative Jerry 
Glazier, who warned that Academy status 
would lead to the engagement of sponsors 
for additional funding, thereby opening the 
door to private sector control and the cre¬ 
ation of a “damaging two-tier system of sec¬ 
ondary education.” 

Speaking after the meeting, HATC group 
secretary David Forman said: “Many of the 
audience had only learnt of the Passmores 
governors’ decision to become an Academy 
after reading last week’s article in the Star

on the day of the meeting. 

“We, and many others, believe that creat¬ 
ing an Academy at the new Passmores 
School in Harlow will destroy comprehen¬ 
sive education in the town. 

“They are part of a concerted and wider 
Government plan to privatise state assets 
which would inevitably lead to poorer serv¬ 
ices, lower pay and substantial job losses just 
as previous privatisations have sadly demon¬ 
strated.” 

This week the board of governors at 
Passmores responded to the criticism by 
stating that neither parents nor school staff 
had expressed any concerns over the plans. 


Chairman Paul Beashel said: “A letter was 
sent to all parents on July 9 last year advis¬ 
ing them that Academy status was being 
considered and inviting them to a consulta¬ 
tion meeting on July 21. 

“Headteacher Vic Goddard attended that 
meeting and parents expressed no concerns 
about the prospect of the school becoming 
an Academy. 

“The letter also invited parents to contact 
the headteacher to raise questions and make 
comments. To date he has received none. 

“Staff at the school, and union representa¬ 
tives, have also been similarly consulted as 
groups and individually.” 

He added: “All of the existing staff, both 
teaching and non-teaching, will remain at 
the school on exactly the same pay and con¬ 
ditions as before. The move may actually 
create several new posts at the school. 

“Although the change to Academy status 
will remove the school from local authority 
control, this does not mean standards will 
fall in any way. The monitoring of standards 
at the school has been the responsibility of 
the school governors and of OFSTED in the 
past and this will continue in the future. 

“The governors’ decision to apply for 
Academy status is in the best interests of the 
school and its pupils.”

Tory government 
supported Saddam 

SIR, On the evidence of the article 
‘Kurdistan: Triumph Of Democracy’ (Star, 
January 20), Harlow MP Robert Halfon would 
be well-advised to plead ignorance if he wishes 
to avoid a charge of hypocrisy. The 
Conservative Party has been complicit in the 
deaths of more than a few Iraqi Kurds and 
Arabs. 

When Iraqi forces crossed the border with Iran 
in 1980, sparking all-out war between the two 
countries (the first Gulf War), this was seen as 
no bad thing by the British government of the 
day. It supplied Saddam with weapons and later 
dispatched Royal Navy warships to protect the 
oil tankers of Iraq’s Arab Gulf state backers 
from attack by Iranian forces. 

Mr Halfon describes Saddam’s poison gas 
attack on the Kurdish town of Halabja which 
killed 5,000 civilians. However, he fails to 
mention that within a month of this vile 
atrocity the Thatcher government offered the 
Iraqi government £340m in export credits. The 
spectacle of Conservative politicians citing the 
Halabja massacre years after the event in 
support of their warmongering is more than a 
little nauseating. 

Sanctions against Iraq, in the form of an 
embargo on foreign trade, were imposed in 
1990 in response to the occupation of Kuwait 
by Iraqi forces and were maintained after the 
forced Iraqi withdrawal of 1991 (the second 
Gulf War) with the aim of inducing it to divest 
itself of chemical and biological weapons. The 
Iraqi regime complied but the British 
government insisted on maintaining the 
embargo even though weapons inspectors could 
find no evidence it had retained these weapons. 
By the time the Conservatives left office in 
1997, United Nations agencies had estimated 
that over half a million children in Iraq had 
died as a result of the shortages of food and 
medicine caused by the embargo. Tony Blair’s 
New Labour government continued this 
murderous policy with support from the 
Conservative opposition. 

The Conservatives then voted in favour of the 
Anglo-American invasion of 2003, a reckless 
adventure that plunged Iraq into a chaos that 
led to hundreds of thousands of deaths and 
made refugees of four million Iraqis. 

The history of the past 30 years of Anglo-Iraqi 
relations suggests that Conservative and New 
Labour policy was not motivated by concern 
for the welfare of the people of Iraq.

It's a struggle 
says mum of 
tot with rare

THE mother of a seriously ill 
toddler is hoping to set up a 
support group for parents of 
children born with congenital 
heart defects. 

Emily Walters (26), whose three- 
year-old son Mackenzie suffers from 
the rare disease hypoplastic left heart 
syndrome, said she is determined to 
raise local awareness of heart condi¬ 
tions and give parents going through 
a similar ordeal the chance to meet 
and offer each other support. 

“There are no support groups in 
Harlow, although I have been advised 
that there are other children suffering 
similar conditions in the area,” said 
Emily, of Gladwin Way, Harlow. 

“It is such a heartbreaking struggle 
to go through on your own and it 
would be so wonderful to meet with 
other parents who understand what 
we go through so we can all support 
each other.” 

Congenital heart disease affects 
about one in every 145 births in the 
UK. For more than half of these 
babies the condition is a minor prob¬ 
lem which either needs no treatment 
or can be corrected with surgery after 
they are bom. However, other condi¬ 
tions are more serious and can prove 
fatal. 

Emily was 22 weeks pregnant 
when she was told of Mackenzie’s 
life-limiting disorder, which has 
restricted the development of the left 
side of his heart and means he will 
need ongoing surgery for the rest of 
his life. 

“I just can’t put into words how

upsetting it was,” she said. “He was 
given a 50 per cent chance of survival 
and I was offered termination, which 
I knew just wasn’t an option. 

“I have never regretted my deci¬ 
sion but I cannot emphasise just how 
hard it has been. 

“We’ve almost lost him three times 
now and he will need ongoing heart 
surgery for the rest of his life which 


will be greatly shortened. 

“Even so, we were lucky in that 
they were ready to treat him when he 
was born as CHD is not normally 
screened for during pregnancy. You 
have to ask for it to be done.”

Let-off for shop thief who 
kept going back for more 


Go-ahead for unit to 
treat kidney patients 


A SHOPLIFTER who tar¬ 
geted the same supermarket 
on three separate occasions 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

St Albans Crown Court 
was told Jason Heath (37), 
of Ladyshot, Harlow, help¬ 
ed himself to hundreds of 
pounds worth of goods 
from Tesco in Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

On one occasion he 
walked into the store, 
loaded two trollies with 
meat and attempted to leave 
without paying. When a 
security guard tried to stop 
him, Heath pushed him in 
the stomach and then fled in 
a car with two other men. 

On another occasion he 
walked past staff with a 
trolley full of items worth 


more than £600. He claimed 
he had already paid for the 
goods and waived a piece of 
paper resembling a receipt 
but he was arrested after 
staff recognised him and 
called the police. 

Ian Boyes, representing 
Heath who pleaded guilty to 
three charges of theft, said 
in mitigation his client had 
attended drug rehabilitation 
and was now working on a 
building site. 

Sentencing Heath to nine 
months imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, 
Judge John Plumstead told 
him: “You’re a crook, you’re 
a thief and not a clever thief. 

“If you behave yourself 
you will stay out of jail. If 
not, you deserve it.”

profits and retaining control 
over any significant changes. 
The new leaseholder would 
manage the facility and be 
expected to invest heavily in 
the service on top of paying an 
annual fee. 

Liberal Democrat group leader 
Chris Millington, who 
supported the part-privatisation 
deal at last month’s executive 
committee meeting, said the 
council could not afford to 
make the necessary 
improvements to the service. 

“It is the right of Labour 
councillors to call it in if they 
have concerns, but I believe 
this is the best way forward for 
the crematorium,” he said. 

“A lot of people are upset 
about the state of the facilities 
but the investment needed to 
put them right could cost 
millions, something the council 
is unlikely to be able to fund.” 
Council leader Andrew 
Johnson added: “It is a healthy 
part of our decision-making 
process that sensitive issues 
like this can be scrutinised and 
reviewed by councillors from 
all parties.” 

The issue will be discussed at a 
special meeting of the scrutiny 
committee on Tuesday.

Cab firm sends 
car details via 


text messa 


CUSTOMERS using a Harlow minicab 
firm are being offered a text message 
service to improve their safety. 

The safety text system introduced by ABC 
Cars works by sending details of the car make, 
model, colour and registration number to the 
mobile phone of the person who booked the cab. 

The firm, which operates from its base on 
the Pinnacles industrial estate, said it is the 
first to adopt the service in the town and hopes 
it will protect customers from unlicensed mini¬ 
cabs and bring to an end disputes over book¬ 
ings. 

“The textback system is a simple but effec¬ 
tive way of improving the safety of our cus¬ 
tomers by making it absolutely clear what their 
cab looks like,” said ABC director Nick Jones. 

“The text is sent as soon as the cab has 
arrived, meaning there is no need to hang 
around outside in the cold waiting for your cab 
to turn up and no arguments with other people 
waiting to be taken home.” 

He added: “It has proved very popular in 
other towns and cities across the country and 
we’re already sending thousands of these mes¬ 
sages every week to customers in Harlow.

“We’ve had lots of people, espe^ 
dally women travelling on their 
own, saying it gives them extra 
peace of mind when booking a 
cab.” 

Mr Jones highlighted the 
tragic case of 34-year-old 
Mark White, who died in 
Harlow town centre in 2008 
after being punched in the face 
during a row over a booked 
minicab, and said he hoped that 
other would adopt the service to 
help to prevent similar disputes 
from occurring. 

“The more firms that start using 
this service, the safer customers will 
become,” he said. “You only have to 
look at that incident a couple of years 
ago to see what can happen if an 
argument over a cab gets out of hand. 

“This system should bring an end 
to any disputes.” 



Council set to press 
ahead with plans to 
demolish bungalows 

PLANS to bulldoze bungalows on three Harlow housing 
estates and build more than 200 new homes in their 
place gathered pace this week as the council began 
searching for an architect to fine-tune the proposals. 

Letters have been sent to residents of The Briars, 
Copshall Close and Aylets Field - three of the ‘priority 
estates’ earmarked for regeneration - updating them on 
the plans and advising that initial demolition notices 
would soon be issued to affected households. 

The phased redevelopment is set to start in 2013 and 
will see 214 bungalows demolished in small groups and 
replacement homes built within a new layout. 

The council claims that using this approach will mean 
many residents will be able to move straight from their 
current home to their new one without having to move 
into temporary accommodation elsewhere. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said: “We understand 
that this may be a worrying time for residents but we 
will continue to work closely with them as the plans 
move forward. 

“Residents from The Briars, Copshall Close and 
Aylets Field should not be alarmed by the reference in 
their letters to the initial demolition notice on the bun¬ 
galows. This is to give them the maximum notice and is 
a normal part of the process and will not affect the tim¬ 
ing of the redevelopment. No homes will be demolished 
before 2013.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor John Strachan, whose 
home in The Briars is set to be demolished as part of 
the plans, said he hoped the needs of vulnerable resi¬ 
dents would be taken into account. 

“Now a decision has been made the challenge fac¬ 
ing the administration is to fulfil the promises made to 
residents and actually engage them in shaping the area,” 
he told the Star. 

“There are an awful lot of disabled and elderly people 
living here so it’s absolutely vital that their needs are 
properly taken into account when the new homes are 
being designed and built.”

Law firm PA guilty 
of credit card fraud

Ms Walsh added: "It's the first 
time we've entered a competition 
like this so we didn't really 
expect any pupils to get through 
to the finals, let alone to win the 
competition. 

"Everyone at the school is hugely 
proud of Sophie and is wishing 
her well." 

All the winners from the regional 
heats have now been put forward 
for the overall competition 
champion title, the winner of 
which will be announced shortly. 


A SECRETARY at a top law firm 
lived a jetset lifestyle after splash¬ 
ing out more than £23,000 on com¬ 
pany credit cards. 

Jodie Groom (33), of Taylifers, 
Harlow, went on wild spending sprees, 
treating herself, her boyfriend and his 
family to foreign holidays with thousands 
in spending money. 

Groom, who was a personal assistant 
to two partners at law firm Clifford 
Chance in Canary Wharf, also bought 
designer clothes, theatre tickets and a 
computer. 

But the trickster, who admitted to 15 
charges of fraud, was jailed for 15 months 
when she appeared at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Hoeever, she will not have to pay back 
a penny of the money she spent after 
pleading poverty. 

The court heard that Groom’s spending 
spree lasted from February 2008 to May 
2009 while she was working as a PA to 
law firm partners Tracy London and 
David Metzger. 

Prosecutor Arizuna Asante told the 
court: “She was in a position of trust, 
employed as a company secretary within 
that firm. 

“She had access to the corporate credit 
cards of these partners and she was 
entrusted to use these credit cards. 

“It is effectively blind trust because the 
company credit card can be used - and

was used - in order to purchase foreign 
exchange, accommodation and entertain¬ 
ment.” 

Groom booked three holidays to 
Portugal for herself and her then 
boyfriend and his parents, splashing out 
up to £16,500 in foreign currency alone. 

She also booked flights to Turkey and 
theatre tickets through the Ticketmaster 
website. 

But Avtar Bhatoa, representing Groom, 
said prosecutors seeking confiscation of 
her assets to pay back her ill-gotten gains 
could forget it. 

“She lives in council house accommo¬ 
dation on jobseekers’ allowance with no 
savings,” he told the court. 

Mr Bhato said she had been trying to 
impress her boyfriend and his family with 
the holidays, adding: “She had a steady 
and decent career. After her arrest and 
dismissal her world has basically fallen 
apart.” 

Jailing Groom, Judge Murray Shanks 
told her: “In short you stole £23,413 over 
a period of 15 months from Clifford 
Chance or the partners for whom you 
were responsible. 

“It was not very sophisticated; you 
were going to get caught one day. People 
have got to be discouraged from this kind 
of stealing from their employers.”

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The hermit who 
lived in a cave 
lined with cash 


T HIS week we are on the 
trail of one of Harlow’s 
legendary ‘characters’ 
who lived in a cave by the side 
of the town’s railway tracks 
between 1935 and 1957. 

This gentleman went by the name 
of Charlie Haddock, although some 
of our Nostalgia readers may know 
him under his more popular 
nickname - the Harlow Hermit. 
According to the story in Clare 
Baster’s book Harlow, his cave was 
dug out of the side of a gravel pit. It 
is said that while the cave was 
sparsely furnished it was richly 
decorated - literally - with £5 notes 
lining the walls. 

For unlike most hermits, Charlie

was an affluent man who would 
regularly frequent the White Horse 
pub in Old Harlow and treat his 
fellow patrons to drinks whilst 
showing off his war medals and 
recounting stories of his heroic 
feats in battle. 

He was also known for the 
pheasants and rabbits he sold in the 
community, which he had shot with 
his catapult or killed with a stick. 
Charlie’s simplistic lifestyle came 
to an abrupt end in 1957 when, 
while recovering in hospital from a 
bout of pneumonia, vandals broke 
into his cave and torched the place. 
Sadly, he passed away soon after . 


Years later, two people claiming to 
be his relatives turned up in Harlow 
and revealed Charlie as a fraud. 
They said his real surname was 
Skate, that he had only been in the 
Army for six days, the medals did 
not belong to him and the reason he 
came to Harlow was to hide from a 
girl he had been involved with in 
Australia. 

So here is the challenge for our 
readers this week - what is the truth 
behind this story of the Harlow 
Hermit? Can anyone confirm 
whether he existed? Has anyone 
heard a different tale? Did anyone 
ever meet Charlie?

A PECULIAR synthesis of poetry 
and performance exploring the oft- 
underrated power of verse opens 
at Old Harlow’s Victoria Hall 
Theatre next week. 

Written and directed by Yvonne Cull, a 
former head of English at Stewards 
School, Peculiar Pursuits takes poetry 
out of the classroom and brings it to life 
on stage in a series of one-act plays 
woven together into a flowing narrative. 
Featuring a reliably talented cast of 
Harlow Theatre Company stalwarts, a 
minimalist set and almost no props, the 
production will look at poetry's ability 
to delight, provoke, shock and move in 
a feast of words and drama. 

“This is the final production of this type 
I will put on,” said Yvonne. “I suppose 
you could call it my swansong. 

“It’s essentially a series of one-act plays, 
each based on a separate poem but 
linked together with my own dialogue 
to construct a narrative. 

“The idea came from the classroom. I

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Boxing blockbuster an 
Oscar title contender

NOMINATED for seven Oscars, The 
Fighter is an incredible story of triumph 
against adversity in and out of the 
boxing ring. 

The brutal and physically demanding sport 
has frequently been a magnet for plaudits. In 
1977, Rocky won the Best Picture and Best 
Director awards while four years later Raging 
Bull landed Robert De Niro a deserved 
Academy Award as Best Actor for his riveting 
portrayal of Jake LaMotta. 

More recently, Denzel Washington entered the 
Academy Awards ring with his powerful 
embodiment of wrongly imprisoned boxer 
Rubin ‘Hurricane’ Carter and director Clint 
Eastwood delivered a knockout blow with 
Million Dollar Baby, earning Hilary Swank her 
second Oscar. 

The Fighter provides all of the usual emotional 
jabs and cuts as its working class hero defies 
the odds for one shot at glory. Tensions 
between the pugilist and his family threaten to 
derail his championship bid, culminating in 
the obligatory final flurry to coax the audience 
to its feet. 

Micky (Mark Wahlberg) is a talented boxer 
from Massachusetts but he has always 
languished in the shadow of his half brother 
Dicky (Christian Bale), who famously knocked 
down Sugar Ray Leonard and then lost 
everything to the ravages of drugs and crime. 
Trained by Dicky and managed by his 
monstrous mother Alice (Melissa Leo), Micky 
accepts lacklustre fights for scant reward until 
he is persuaded to cut himself loose from his 
loved ones and punch above his weight for 
the first time in his life. 

New girlfriend Charlene (Amy Adams), who 
works in a local bar, encourages Micky to 
follow his dreams, incurring the wrath of the 
rest of the Ward clan who resent outsiders 
interfering in family business. Sure enough, 
Micky tastes victory and as his confidence 
grows he faces the possibility of a shot at the 
world light welterweight title. 

The Fighter is well crafted by director David 
O’Russell, juxtaposing Micky’s struggle for 
self-belief and self-respect with his unwavering 
love for his selfish and self-destructive family. 
Wahlberg’s non-performance is virtually mute 
next to Bale and Leo in full scenery-chewing 
flow, who compete for honours as the loudest 
caricature on the Ward family tree. 

The script doesn’t stray from our expectations, 
energised by Pamela Martin’s slick editing in 
the well choreographed, bruising fight 
sequences.

S ometimes it takes a 

clever piece of technology 
or simply a particular 
engine to make you look at a 
car in a different light. 

In the case of Fiat’s 500, the 
Italian firm’s Twinair two- 
cylinder petrol engine is a 
revelation. Delivering low 
emissions and fuel 
consumption with the energy 
and character of its pioneering 
predecessor, the two-pot 500 is a 
joy to drive. 

At the other end of the 
performance spectrum is the 
500C Abarth. Fans of the 500 
will instantly be familiar with 
the Abarth’s go-faster 
connotations. In a nutshell, the 
tuning sub-brand offers 
affordable sporting thrills 
thanks to a range of well judged 
upgrades - not a million miles 
from Abarth’s roots. 

The 500 Abarth isn’t an entirely 
new concept. You’ve been able 
to buy such a car for some time. 
What you haven”t been able 
until recently is buy one in 
convertible form. As if a 140 
horsepower 500 wasn’t enough, 
Fiat have cut the roof off. 
Strictly speaking the 500C 
boasts a roll back roof as the 
car retains the door frame 
structure of its tin-top relative. 
This fabric cover can be 
electrically wound back the

car’s full length, includes a 
heated glass screen and offers 
near-hatchback levels of 
refinement when in place. 
Somehow, even though a 
hatchback Abarth exists, it’s 
hard not to be charmed by the 
500C model and its enhanced 
features. Certainly with the 
roof down, it’s easier to hear 
the car’s feisty engine thanks in 
part to a pair of oversize 
exhaust pipes. Those pipes join 
a modest but purposeful 
bodykit, chunky steering wheel, 
supportive sports seats, stylish 
alloy wheels and, crucially, 
retuned suspension settings. 

Ah yes, the main reason for 
buying the 500C Abarth is its 
performance potential. And 
while it won”t worry the 
genuine hot hatchbacks 


occupying higher price points, 
the usable and accessible 
nature of this 500’s 
performance is not to be 
sneezed at. 

The 1.4-litre turbo petrol motor 
might only produce 140 
horsepower but in a car this 
size that’s plenty This rev- 
happy engine snarls its way 
around the rev counter, 
emitting a buzzy, impatient 
sound that’s highly addictive. 

In an unusual move, the 500C 
Abarth comes with a semi-auto 
gearbox complete with steering 
wheel paddleshifters. It’s 
unusual for two reasons: such 
technology isn’t cheap yet Fiat 
has managed to position the car 
competitively, plus this 
technology always divides 
opinion. 


Luddites will bemoan the lack 
of a clutch pedal - the 500’s 
gearbox is essentially a manual 
box with the clutch action 
controlled electronically. In 
practice, leaving the car in auto 
mode does require the driver to 
second-guess shift points and 
feather the throttle accordingly 
And yes, that does take practice. 
However, stick the car in 
manual mode and you have full 
control over gearchanges. This 
is by far a more rewarding 
experience, and it doesn’t take 
long before you’re zipping up 
and down the gears with those 
deliciously weighted paddles. 
Better still is the car’ Sport 
mode which adds more weight 
to the steering and sharpens the 
combined responses of the 
engine and gearbox. 


Frankly, this can be left 
engaged all the time; far from 
turning the 500C into a 
temperamental trackday 
monster the sharper responses 
are welcome. Gear changes feel 
crisper and there’s an audible 
change in the 500’s exhaust 
note, giving it a ‘big car’ sound. 
In short, the car is a hoot to 
drive. With no shortage of 
power, the 500C Abarth growls 
and screams its way from gear 
to gear, corner to corner. For a 
small car with sports 
suspension, its ride is 
surprisingly supple, too. Grip 
that chunky steering wheel and, 
while more communication 
would be nice, there’s no 
question mark over the car’s 
ability to go where you point it. 
On a basic level the 500C 
Abarth displays an edgy 
character that the regular, cute 
500 lacks. Not everyone wants a 
bulging bodykit and a beefy 
exhaust, which is why so many 
regular 500s have found homes. 
But that ‘'edge’ is precisely what 
the 500 needs to appeal to a 
section of the buying public 
seeking a fun, small car with 
genuine talent. 

It’s easy for car makers to bolt 
on go-faster bits to create the 
illusion of enhanced 
performance. Fiat has done a 
thorough job with this 500C - 
something Abarth fans can be 
proud of.

I’m hoping that along 
with the competition practise I’ll be getting 
this year it will all come together and I’ll 
produce some of the best performances that 
I’ve done.”

February's the 
deadline to 
get grant for 
new teams 

FOOTBALL clubs aiming to 
develop new youth and adult 11- 
a-side teams are being specifical¬ 
ly targeted by the Essex County 
FA, who wish to assist with appli¬ 
cations for ‘Grow the Game’ 
funding before the window closes 
on Monday February 28. 

The start of 2011 brought good 
news from the Football 
Foundation, who have reopened 
the window for the grants, and 
the Essex County FA are working 
hard to ensure that clubs make the 
most of this opportunity. 

The £5,000 available to each 
club will only be given to projects 
that plan to develop two to four 
new teams, at least one of which 
must commence in the 2011-12 
season. 

Open since January 3, the win¬ 
dow dovetails perfectly with the 
county’s desire to address the 
decline in teams re-registering 
and see growth in key areas for 
2011 and beyond. 

The aim is to use this funding 
to support clubs and organisa¬ 
tions with a specific focus on 
developing the growth of new 
youth and/or adult llvll teams, 
although all applications are 
reviewed. 

In order to assist applicants in 
submitting their forms, the Essex 
County FA have arranged a spe¬ 
cial workshop from 7pm-9pm on 
Monday February 7 at the County 
Office in Chelmsford. 

Attendees will be walked 
through the process and given 
tips about how to structure a 
strong application with an addi¬ 
tional opportunity for questions 
and queries. 

In the latest edition of ECFA 
Magazine, issued just before 
Christmas, an item entitled 
Football: The Harsh Realities, 
revealed concerns over the 
decline in the number of teams 
re-registering each year in the 
county. 

Essex FA Senior Football 
Development Officer John 
Manning explained: “Following a 
comprehensive research study it 
provided us with a clearer picture 
of which clubs saw a fall in their 
numbers, at which age groups, in 
which areas and what the reasons 
were. 

“Not surprisingly, given the 
current economic climate, 
finances featured in the top five 
reasons for a lack of affiliation. 
However, a lack of players and 
volunteers came out on top.” 

# Grow the Game is one of organised by 
the Foundation, the UK's largest sports 
charity, providing cash for projects 
increasing participation by both volun¬ 
teers and players.

HARLOW Athletics Club’s 
men’s team will compete in a 
higher division in the 
Southern League next season. 
This follows the formation of a 
breakaway league, which will 
combine men’s and women’s 
teams. 

At present Harlow AC, based 
at Mark Hall Sportscentre, 
does not have a women’s team. 
The men’s team will operate 
in division two north next 
year, rather than division 
three.

Club chairman Alecx Steel 
told the Star: “I’m working on 
how to encourage more 


seniors to the club. The 
problem with the seniors is 
that they also need coaching. 
“We need middle-distance 
runners, but we also need 
middle-distance coaches.” 
Steel has approached England 
Athletics supremo Robert 
Thickpenny in an attempt to 
bring in some senior coaches. 
“It’s not so much funding that 
we need, but if we can get a 
coach to coach the [seniors] 
regularly, then we can get the 
members to come in. The 
members won’t turn up if 
there is no coach.” 

The club has lined up three 
female coaches who could 
start in April. They now need 


to attract more women 
members. 

The club is not only home to 
GB runner Osagie, but also 
partially sighted Paralympic 
gold medalist Noel Thatcher, 
Anne Wafula Strike and 
Richard Chiassaro, tipped by 
many to be a multi-gold medal 
winner in the Paralympics in 
London in September 2012. 
The club’s all-ability section, 
when disabled athletes are 
coached every Monday by the 
likes of coach Bob McKinley, 
is going from strength to 
strength.
